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Sure Jeff, in a nutshell: 


•□□□□□□□□ Greg Powell assisting the response in R8. Primary request was for support on water 
treatment. He is within Area Command in the org structure. He just reported to me that there are 
several irrigation canals that are filled with sediment that need to be flushed out. That will be an 
effort for coming days. He also noted that perhaps some excavation may be needed if the 
flushing isn’t effective enough. 

•□□□□□□□□ Terrence Johnson requested to provide support on mass balance estimates. 213RR 
put out for his support by R6 Environ. Unit. Jo 

•□□□□□□□□ David Charters & Mark Sprenger on ecorisk support to R8. Likely to be remote 
support.
